There are many lessons to be learn- 
ed as we watch the growth of countries 
and states, and there is none, perhaps, 
that is more self-evident than that én- 


lightened republican sentiment is one of 


the most favorable conditions for rapid 
growth and development. West Vir- 
ginia is twenty yearsold asa state. 
In that time her population has been 
nearly doubled. Virginia, which suf- 
fered in population. both by the loss of 
territory and men during the war, has 
just about regained her former posi- 
tion, having almost as many inhabi- 
tants by the census of 1880 as the old 
and undivided Virginia had in 1860. 

-Relatively, however, she has been 
steadily losing position in the column 
of states, and from the first place has 
gone down to number fourteen in pop 

ulation. But.the steady advance of 
the.South, as‘a section, since the close 
of the war, under the influence of the 
new order of things resulting there- 
from, has attracted the attention ‘of 
even [Southern men. From the bap- 
tism of bloody strife, and the revolu- 
tionary changes which the war 
wrought in the conditions of ‘social 
life and the fields of labor, the South 
- has emerged into a newera of develop- 
ment and prosperity,-and its own peo- 
ple cannot be blind to the fact that 
the war hag, proved, indirectly, in 
more’ ways than one, a blessing to the 
heretofore slave states of the Union. 

» The Columbus, (Ga.) Enquirer calls at- 
tention to the marvelous growth of the 
South. Thirty. years/ago,in the hey- 
dey of the slavery regime, the total 
value Of Southern crops ot cotton, to- 
bacco, rice, hay, hemp and sugar-cane 
was $138,605,738. Thecensus report 
of 1880 shows that Southern agricul- 
tural products were that year valued 
at $706,000,000. urthermore, the 
_ South is becoming) a rival of the 
North in cotton and other manufac- 
tures. The busy hum of industry is 
heard now where was once the sound 
of the overseer’s lash and the lazy 
tread of unwilli Slaves. Paid 
toil is doing for the rich and fertile 
Southern States what generations of 
unpaid labor never would have ac- 
complshed. The South will soon be 
able.to manufacture |all of her own cot-

industries. Gradually existing preju- 
‘dices against labcr will die out, and 
the strongly marked lines of caste 
‘will ultimately be obliterated. With 
_ these changes a warmer feeling of fra- 
ternity will grow up between the dif- 
ferent sections of the country, and 
Many generations will not pass away 
before the people of each shall “know 
no north, no south, but only one oo 
common country.” |

Tucson, August 22.—A trip over- 
land by the Southern route is not 
entirely devoid of interest, as many 
preach. On the contrary, there is not 
a mile which does not possess some- 
thing which can be observed with 
profit. Particularly is this so of the 
Great American desert, which, from 
the wide space of many hundred 
leagues on the geographies of twenty 
years, ago has been reduced to the nar- 
row strip between the Sierra Nevada 
and the Rocky Mountains, and will 
disappear from all maps. 

A trip third class or emigrant style 
is better for those who are seeking 
pleasure, as the long stops made at 
stationg enable one to lesrn a great deal 
of the place. 

By third-class now passergers are 
way-billed through to their destina- 
tion the same as if they were cattle or 
other frieght. This is done to detect 
scalped tickets, as second or third class 
tickets are not good after the train for 
which they are sold. It is not good to 
scalp any ticket but a first-class ticket. 
There the anti-monopolist has a chance 
to get even with the railroad company 
to his hearts’ content. 

Leaving Los Angeles in the evening 
on a third-class train, dark comes on 
almost by the time San Gabriel is 
reached, and the old monument of the 
Padres, the Mission church, looks dim 
in the fast fading twilight. The train 
slows up a little to let Sheriff Currier 
get off at his home just west of El 
Monte.. his section is the sheriffs’ 
producing section. It has a greater 
claim on the angelic shrievalty than 
the Buckeye State has on the White 


| House. 


The passengers aboard these trains 
are of a general good character. They 
are mostly poor people who have a few 


‘| bits above their fare, and are travel- 


ing somewhere to better their condi- 
tion. They may not be quite as gen- 
teel as those who travel in- the silver 
palaces, and it is certain their clothes 
are not as good. The fires of patriot- 
ism burn as brightly in their hearts, 
and true manhood is as much their 
character as those who wear soft cloth- 
ing and live in kingly palaces. Some 
have been up in life, but more have 
been down, and all have seen more of 
the latter phase than the former. In- 
deed, some who rode down to the sun- 
kissed land in the emigrant cars have 
returned in the Pullman, and it is said 
that history often repeats itself. 

An all night’s ride asleep in_ the 
comfortable bnnks brings the pass- 
enger to Indio, an artificial oasis in a 
desert. The railway company have a 
grand wooden hotel, at which a _pass- 
ably fair meal is dished up for four 
bits. Circulars handed around 
mildly hint that the tubercled and 
rheumatic can here find sure relief, 
in fact that Indio is the sanitarium 
of California. 

The further one goes on the desert 
the more gravelly the soil becomes. 
A few scrub brushes maintain ex- 
istence; indeed, there is but little 
of desert ‘but what has some form 
of vegetable life. At Walters, a 
station a few mules east of Indio 
the railroad company have hundreds 
of cords of mesquite wood. The 
mesquite is a species of locust. It is 
cut by the Mexicans, and 1s good 
fuel. 

Beyond. Walters is a bed of a 

dry lake to the west. The intense- 
ly heated atmosphere so disturbs the 
snnlight that an ocean of water 
is presented to the eye. This is 
the Coahuilla valley. The Coahuilla 
Indians are said to have a tradition 
that once it was fertlle, and inhabit- 
ed by their ancestors, but like the 
vale of Sodom it was visited with the 
wrath cf the Great Spirit. There is 
no evidence to the contrary. 
' The station of Dos Palmas is named 
from tho old stage station a few 
miles away. A fresh breeze comes 
from the west, but gradually dies 
away, and the temperature rises. 
Every one keeps as quiet as possible, 
and drinks all the ice water they can 
get. The track is over a wide, dry, 
sand plain, furrowed by immense 
water courses, now dry, but booming 
after a cloud-burst. 


It is now a perfect desert; not 4 
sign of vegetation, not even a grease- 


to relieve the eye wearied with 
the desolate picture, and dazzled by 
the intense sunshine. 

At Frink’s Springs the emigrant 
is side-switched to permit a pass- 
enger trainto go by, and the oppor- 
tunity is improved to observe a mud 
volcano about a quarter of a mile east 
of the track. Itis simply a basin 
like hollow the desert soil, 
some forty feet across, and with 
plenty of mud at the bottom. The 
mud is cont'nually rising and falling in 
stacks, and emitting sulphurous 
odors. The volcano was not very ac- 
tive at this time.- Going back to 
the train the intense heat was re- 
alized in the exhausted feelings. 

The remainder of the journey to 

the Colorado river was of the same 
character. To the south a long white 
sand dune kept us company all day. 
At last the green bottoms of the Col- 
orado river came in sight. The dis-

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


Shall the High School of this City 
be Closed? 


Business has been rather dull this | few False Economy Would Place the Schools city to « foolish desire for unprofitable 


inthe Same Uategory as the 
Fire Department. 


No intelligent citizen is prepared to 
deny that the proper maintenance of 
our public schools shonld be a matter of 
pride on the part of our city govern- 
ment. There are anumber of intelli- 
gent citizens, on the other hand, who 
are ready to assert that the city itself, 
as represented by the City Council, 
takes neither ordinary pride nor extra- 
ordinary interest in the support of our 
public schools. Itis not necessary to 
bring up past events to prove this. The | 
present history of the city furnishes 
ample proof and daily adds to the 
sum total of the testimony. The 
city israpidly outgrowing the swaddling 
clothes of its infancy, and as it reaches 
a larger and maturer growth, it is but 
natural to suppose that common sense 


| will dictate the justice and expediency 


of providing necessaries suitable to its 
condition. Such is the case in the do- 
mestic life of the human race, and for 
similar reasons such should be the case in 
the developments of political societies. 
Every part, indeed, of the political and 
social life of a community should keep 
pace with its commercial and financial 
growth. The records of successful and 
prosperous cities show a remarkable 
uniformity in this respect. 
_THE NEW CENTRAL SCHOOL, 
When the Board of Education first 


school facilities of this city in order 
to supply the demands of increased 
population, it became evident that the ed- 
ucational machinery of the corporation 
was sadly out of gedr. So little attention 
had been paid to the school department 
that it had been allowed to remain sta- 
tionary, while the business and wealth 
and importance of + city had advanced 
with giant strides. The present Board 
of Education, in January last, looked 
about‘for the means to remedy some o 
the evils which confronted them in the 
school department. The great difficulty 
was alack of funds, but the Board were 
not discouraged. The school property 
on the’ corner of Spring and Second 
streets, and other school property on 
Bath street, which had been condemned 
by former Boards, were sold, $36,000 be- 
ing added to the funds. The Board 
then determined to erect a large new 
school building on Spring and, Fort 
streets, at a cost of $35,000, and plans 
and specifications were drawn up and 
At the same time 
it was determined to carry out the orig. 
inal plan of the Eighth street building 
and thereby double its capacity, and al- 
so to build an addition to the Georgia 
street building, each one of these im- 
provements being indispensable. 
SOMETHING IN THE WAY.: 

With all their calculations and esti- 
mates, however, the Board could not 
make both ends meet. They found 
that the aggregated cost of the lots for 
thé central bnilding, the bu ilding itself, 
and the additions to the Eighth and 


Georgia street schools would not be 
less than $54,262, and after deducting 
‘the sale of school lots they still had the 
sum of $17,692 as the total which the 
city would be called upon to pay for 
school buildings during the year. The 
Board was ina quandary. They knew 
that the growth of the city, and its con- 


a corresponding increase in the current 
expenses of the schools. They were 
also aware that if these current expens- 
es were met there would not be suffi- 
cient money in the funds to pay for 
needed improvements. The only re- 
source left to the Board was to look to 
the City Council ‘for aid. A= new tax 
levy was to be made in August, and the 
Board waited patiently for the assist- 
ance which they needed and had a 
to'expect. The tax levy was made 

o weeks ago. The Board were as- 

sadied to learn that the Council had 
aaa its big, generous heart and ac- 
tually made the mutrificent_ provision 
of $6,396 for the publie schools! 


WHAT THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE FOUND. 


The Board promptly met to con- 
sider the situation. A special commit- 
tee on Finance’ was appointed to 
make an immediate investigation of the 
condition of the school funds. At the 
meeting on Thursday evening the prop- 
osition to build the new Central school 
was quietly laid on the table. The 
special committee, consisting of Trus- 
tees Patton and Gibson, had done 
their work rapidly and effectively, and 
in three days were ready to report. 
Their findings have already been made 
public, but a recapitulation will do no 
harm, and may possibly do some 


City Council give it their undivided at- 
tention. They found that the total 
prospective income of thesBoard, in- 
cluding the city levy of $6396, was 
$92,849.74; that the total amount need- 
for running expenses and nec-, 
essary improvements was $106,012; 
that the actual prospective deficit 
would amount to $14,162.26; and that 
upon’ the assumption that ‘the Board 
are authorized to lump all of their re- 
ceipts and pay all their expenses from a 
common fund 7 which is not the case. 
The sum of $1 ,662, would more nearly 
represent what the city ought to allow 
éhem—not including a cent for current 
expenses. 
THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The report is carefully made out, and 
is appareutly a fair, impartial and cor- 
rect statement of facts. The following por- 
tions deserve the careful consideration 
of every lover of our public school sys- 
tem: ‘‘The Board of Education earnest- 
ly hopes to be able by your (the City 
Council’s) assistance to keep the schools 
running, but would respectfully remind 
you that unless they are“ supplied with 
the means to do so the High School 
must be discontinued in order that with 
the means at hand they may keep the 
other schools open for the full session. 
Such a course would be a dire calamity 
to our city, especially at this time; but 
the Board of Education has no other 
course‘open to it, and the blame for the 
necessity for taking it~ will not rest on 
the Board. The Board of Education 
therefore earnestly requests your honor- 
able body t6 take such prompt and ef- 
fective action as will relieve it of the 
necessity of adopting that course.’’ 
The above is plain talk, and it evidently 
springs from a knowledge of the facts 
and a sound conviction of truth. . The

WILL FALSE ECONOMY PREVAIL? 


The all-important question to-day is, 
will false economy prevail?
